AMERICAN  COMMUNITY 

LITTLE  LEAGUE  BASEBALL — offers  a rare  oppor- 
tunity to  the  neighborhood  or  the  local  community  to 
build  a sound  native  American  program  that  is  beneficial 
to  the  boys,  the  family  and  the  welfare  of  the  community. 

The  character  of  an  activity  such  as  the  Little  League 
must  hold  to  the  highest  standards  attainable.  There 
never  can  be  commercial  taint  attached  to  Little  League. 
Its  principal  objective  is  for  the  good  of  the  boys  12  years 
of  age  and  under. 

By  providing  a vehicle  for  healthful  recreation  during 
the  summer  vacation  months,  wherein  the  boys  may  com- 
pete with  each  other  beneficially  under  capable  leadership. 
Little  League  contributes  to  the  well  being  of  the  boys  and 
their  parents.  It  likewise  offers  a means  through  which 
parents  and  community  leaders  may  foster  in  relation 
with  their  children  a sanguine  solution  to  many  of  the 
current  social  problems  of  our  youth,  thus  insuring  better 
citizens  of  tomorrow. 

Little  League  is  a program  of  contagious  enthusiasm. 
It  is  based  upon  an  appreciation  and  understanding  of 
the  needs  of  youth.  It  is  carried  on  locally  by  adult 
volunteers  who  deserve  high  commendation  and  recog- 
nition for  their  selfless  efforts. 

In  Little  League  each  boy  learns  some  of  the  lessons  of 
fair  play,  of  discipline,  of  team  work.  He  finds  that  the 
other  boys,  regardless  of  race,  creed  or  color,  strive  for 
the  same  common  goals,  and  this  kind  of  thinking  spreads 
from  the  boys  to  their  families  and  thus  to  the  com- 
munities. 

Little  League  must  not  be  used  for  personal  profit  or 
advancement.  Any  allempt  of  a sponsor  or  anyone  else 
to  capitalize  on  Little  League  Baseball  by  exploitation  or 
using  it  as  a drawing  card  for  some  other  profitable 
attraction,  should  be  rejected  immediately.  This  does  not 
mean  that  a sponsor  may  not  have  his  name  on  the  uni- 
forms. However,  his  sponsorship  motives  should  be  lim- 
ited to  belter  public  acceptance  of  the  fact  that  he  is  a 
good  citizen  because  he  backed  the  boys  and  helped  to 
make  local  Little  League  possible. 

National  Headquarters  often  limes  has  the  thankless 
job  of  maintaining  and  enforcing  disciplines  that  must 
be  observed  in  a program  engaging  the  lime  and  interests 
of  upward  to  a half  million  boys  in  their  formative  years. 
Leaders  in  the  field  must  accept  the  challenge.  They  must 
support  Little  League  Headquarters  in  compliance  with 
the  high  level  of  responsibility  implied  in  the  administra- 
tion of  such  a program. 

From  the  ranks  of  these  hundreds  of  thousands  of 
boys  who  stand  now  on  the  morning  side  of  the  hill  un- 
doubtedly will  come  all  of  the  great  ball  players  of  the 
future.  Eor  Little  League  is  the  basic  platform  under  all 
of  baseball.  However  this  is  no  part  of  the  main  goal. 
Properly  operated  on  the  local  level,  Little  League  Base- 
ball will  speak  for  itself  as  a great  democratic  youth 
movement  which  builds  character  in  American  boys.

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SPEBSQS A - WHAT  IT  IS,  AND  WHY 


The  above  initials,  as  indicated  elsewhere  in  this  pro- 
gram, represent  The  SOCIETY  FOR  THE  PRESERVA- 
TION AND  ENCOURAGEMENT  OF  BARBERSHOP 
QUARTET  SINGING  IN  AMERICA.  The  name  indicates 
the  purpose  of  the  founding  of  the  Society;  and,  in  the 
19th  year  of  its  existence,  that  is  still  its  raison  d'etre. 

Before  talking  about  barbershop  quartetting,  however, 
some  comment  should  be  made  as  to  the  nature  of  barber- 
shop harmony.  Perhaps  many  of  you  readers  may  not 
realize  that  the  term  ‘'barbershop”  represents  a definite, 
recognized  type  of  harmony,  entirely  distinct  from  so- 
called  modern  harmony,  neo-modern  harmony,  glee-club 
harmony,  bookie-woogie,  calypso,  jazz,  rock-and-roll,  or 
what-have-you.  This  is  not  the  place  to  go  into  a technical 
discussion  of  how  barbershop  harmony  differs;  but  if  you 
listen  to  these  quartets  and  the  Louisville  Chapter  Chorus, 
singing  on  near-perfect  pitch  without  instrumental  accom- 
paniment, and  making  every  chord  “ring”  you  may  get 
the  idea. 

The  average  member  of  our  Society  might  not  be  able 
to  give  a formal  definition  of  barbershop  harmony,  but 
he  knows  it  when  he  hears  it  and  he  has  a pretty  good 
idea  of  how  to  sing  it.  Furthermore,  most  of  our  Chapters 
have  one  or  two  members  who  are  capable  of  arranging 
music  in  barbershop  style.  In  addition  there  is  an  Inter- 
national CommiLtee  which  arranges  ten  or  fifteen  songs 
each  year,  copies  of  which  arc  distributed  to  each  mem- 
ber in  the  Society.  Also  our  Society  magazine,  “The 
Harmonizer”  frequently  contains  articles  on  proper  chords 
and  chord  progression.  In  this  manner  it  is  made  certain 
that  the  barbershop  style  of  harmony  is  “preserved.” 

Now,  a few  comments  on  the  “encouragement.”  Some 
of  you  in  the  audience,  recognizing  an  acquaintance  in 
the  Louisville  Chapter  Chorus,  may  wonder,  “How  did 
so-and-so  get  into  this?  I didn’t  know  he  could  sing.” 
Well  maybe  he  can’t  — by  professional  standards,  at  least. 
Maybe  he  has  a voice  like  a buzz  saw  and  his  efforts  to 
sing  a solo,  if  he  could  be  induced  to  try  it,  would  be 
laughable;  but  put  him  in  the  chorus  between  two  good 
voices  and  let  him  have  the  benefit  of  instructions  from 
the  chorus  director,  and  he  learns  to  carry  his  “part,” 
tone  down  the  imperfections  of  his  vocal  equipment,  and 
becomes  a valuable  addition  to  his  Chapter. 

As  the  above  indicates,  not  all  the  members  of  our 
Society  sing  in  “organized”  quartets.  This  might  raise 
the  question,  “If  this  is  a quartet  society,  what  is  the 
purpose  of  the  chorus?”  The  chorus  serves  three  main 
purposes: 

1.  To  borrow  a horticultural  term,  the  chorus  is  a “hot 
house”  for  Lhe  organization  of  quartets.  When  a new 
member  joins,  the  chorus  is  a means  of  expediting 
acquaintance.  If  the  new  man  has  quartet  talent  and 
inclination,  participation  in  the  chorus  is  an  avenue 
through  which  he  may  find  the  other  three  to  form  a 
quartet.  It  is  a two-way  avenue,  because  his  perform- 
ance in  the  chorus  may  single  him  out  to  three  other 
members  who  are  looking  for  a “fourth.”  Also  im- 
portant is  the  fact  that  the  selections  sung  by  the 
chorus  provide  a common  meeting  ground  for  any 
four  to  try  out  their  voices  for  proper  blend  necessary 
for  good  quartet  work. 


2.  Many  members  do  not  care  to  devote  the  extra  time 
required  for  singing  in  an  organized  quartet,  or  they 
may  not  feel  that  they  have  the  ability.  The  chorus 
gives  them  the  opportunity  to  gratify  their  love  of 
four-part  harmony  singing  without  requiring  too  much 
time  or  talent. 

3.  All  audiences  enjoy  hearing  a good  chorus.  In  the 
case  of  our  Louisville  Chapter,  which  each  year  gives 
so  many  programs  for  civic  and  eleemosynary  institu- 
tions. the  chorus  has  proven  a fine  asset. 

Our  Society  continues  to  grow.  There  are  37  Chapters 
in  Canada.  Hawaii  and  Alaska  also  have  Chapters.  Such 
a wide-spread  organization  is  a boon  to  members  whose 
business  necessitates  travelling.  Because  many  of  our 
favorite  songs  arc  sung  in  all  Chapters,  with  identical 
arrangement  of  parts,  a member  feels  at  home  in  any 
Chapter  he  may  happen  to  visit. 

All  in  all.  SPEBSQSA  is  a most  enjoyable  organiza- 
tion for  any  male  who  likes  to  sing.  If  you  wish  proof, 
come  to  one  of  our  meetings  at  the  Seelbaeh  Hotel  any 
Monday  night.  Visitors  are  always  welcome!

A LOUISVILLE  FIRST 

This  year  is  another  FIRST  for  the  Louisville  Chapter. 
This  year  will  he  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the 
chapter  such  a program  will  be  presented  for  its  dis- 
criminating audience.  In  the  past  performances  the  shows 
have  been  presented  with  a Master  of  Ceremony  and  have 
had  various  '‘production’'  scenes  thru  the  show  to  fit  the 
song  or  group  of  songs  to  be  sung  by  the  chorus.  This 
was  also  a Louisville  First  in  that  the  other  chapters 
throughout  the  country  were  relying  on  a Master  of 
Ceremony  altogether.  Now  the  Louisville  chapter  comes 
up  with  another  First  that  includes  a story,  dialogue,  and 
plot  sequence  with  appropriate  song  sequence. 

The  story  and  script  this  year  have  been  provided  by 
a very  resourceful  and  clever  writer  and  is  her  original. 
Dorcus  Rulhenberg  who  by  no  means  is  foreign  to  ibis 
type  of  work  and  who  plies  her  art  and  skill  in  the  every 
day  work  of  the  radio  and  television  industry.  Dorcus 
has  the  position  with  WT1AS  of  Director  of  Public  Affairs. 

The  dialogue  and  characters  are  furnished  by  Mr. 
C.  Douglas  Ramey.  Mr.  Ramey  has  directed  and  appeared 
in  numerous  productions  for  the  various  Little  Theatre 
Groups  in  Kentuckians.  hut  is  most  notable  as  I he  director 
of  the  Carriage  House  Theatre  Workshop.  The  actors 
belong  to  this  group. 

I'lie  Carriage  House  Theatre  workshop  was  estab- 
lished in  1919  for  the  purpose  of  affording  a place  of 
training  for  those  who  were  seriously  interested  in  the 
various  phases  of  the  theatre.  During  the  summer  of  1951 
it  was  decided  to  form  a producing  organization  which 
would  be  community  wide  in  scope  and  which  would  offer 
the  plays  that  were  seldom  produced  by  other  little  theatre 
groups.  This  group  became  known  as  the  Carriage  House 
Players  and  since  their  first  season  in  1951  have  offered 
a wide  range  of  theatre  including  plays  by  Pirandello, 
Wilde,  Stringberg,  Shakespeare,  Coward,  Lorca,  Williams, 
and  originals  by  local  authors. 

The  Carriage  House  Players  usually  produce  their 
plays  in  arena  or  “in  the  round”  style.  They  have  used 
the  facilities  of  the  Rrown  Hotel  for  their  productions  ns 
well  as  the  Carriage  House  itself.  Two  seasons  ago  they 
operated  in  the  Crescent  Theatre,  using  a platform  staging. 
Both  the  Carriage  House  Theatre  Workshop  and  The 
Carriage  House  Players  still  operate  as  separate  but 
closely  cooperative  groups.
